SPHERE will be more excitement at the Republican convention in Clevc-
land than has been generally anticipated. Which is by way of in­ 

troducing you to Dr. Marion Leroy Burton, president of the University 
of Michigan, doctor of divinity, doctor of philosophy, practical idealist, 
demon, for accomplishment, and probably one of the few really great 
orators in the United States today.

Dr. Burton will make the nominating speech for Calvin Coolidge. 
Those Americans who have been fortunate enough to have heard this 
red-headed Intellectual dynamo speak are prepared for one of the great­ 
est orations ever made at a national convention. Those who do not 
know Burton may deem it a bit premature to announce that the forth­ 
coming oration will equal or outshine the "plumed knight" address with 
which Bob Ingersol placed in nomination the name of James O. Blaine, 
and the equally famous "cross of gold and crown of thorns" oration of 
William Jennings Bryan which stampeded the Democratic convention in 
1896.

But that statement does not seem an unsafe, prediction to anyone 
who has sat enthralled by tho marvelously forceful, clear, ringing oratory 
of Burton. "

There is certainly a treat in store for this country. It.is hinted at 
Washington, and certainly possible that Burton will be the vice-presi­ 
dential nominee, securing that nomination by the sheer force of his 
oratory and the dynamic force of his personality.

Let it be said here that the country would be fortunate with such a 
man as Burton in -the vice-president's office not particularly because he 
could accomplish so much as vice-president, but because the vice- 
presidency might be a stepping stone to the presidency.

Since the forceful personality of Theodore Roosevelt dominated 
American politics, we can think of no man whose characteristics better 
fit him for the highest office this nation has to offer.

Burton is fifty years old. We venture the prediction that you will 
hear much from him ( in the next couple of decades.

It was a happy thought that struck upon the idea of bestowing upon 
Burton the honor of making the Coolidge nomination address, this bring­ 
ing him into the spotlight of our national life.
